You 
to have been with us when we wanted to get ring- 
side seats to the Jim Corbett-Joe Chyonski fight in 1889. 
rhis half hour jaunt looks as good to me as any man 
isk for, but it’s all the comforts of home com- 
dto what the sports of a dozen or fifteen years 
ul to put up with to see a fight. A lot of those 
timers, who saw that fight would be pretty hard to 
by letter or telephone just now, but those of us 
are still in the land of the living are not likely to 
forget it so long as we remember anvthing. 

“At that time Corbett was a promising young fighter 
and the champion of the Olympic Club, Choynski 
was also a local boy and had a big following of friends. 
Both were popular with their own crowd and there was 
us great a rivalry between them as there ever was be- 
tween any two men who were rivalsin any game. As 
boys they had had several scraps and each of them 
thought he could lick the other, so it was finally ar- 
ranged that they should fight it out for a thousand 
dollars a side, 

“There was never more interest or talk over any 
match that was ever pulled off in San Francisco than 
there was in that one, Naturally everybody wanted to 
the tight, but at that time such contests were 
against the law, and the match had to be pulled off in 
private. It was arranged for them to meet at Fairtax 
on the 30th of May, and there were to be but ten men 
with each side to see the battle. Of course that made 
those who were not of the favored few all the more 
eager to be at the ringside, and the way the folks 
watched to get a line on when and where the contest 
wus to take place was something simply marvelous. 

“Tt was generally understood that I was in with the 
mill,and it was me that they were watching. I! was 
shadowed from the time TI left my house in the morn- 
ing until [ got back at night, and no matter how late 
it was, there was sure to be some one watching meturn 
in. They kept this up night after night, and were on 
next morning, no matter what time I got 
I remember that one day, to have a little fun 
with ny shadows, [ put a lot of buckets and what 
looked like it might be ring paraphernalia in a wagon 
unt started offfrom my place of business. I had a 
little fun then, leading some of the boys about twenty 
miles on a wild goose chase. No matter how much 
stalling | did, L-couldn’t shake them.

“Old man Corbett, Jim’s father, was out on the road- 
side early and when be spotted that cavalcade, he threw 
up both hands and howled ‘not for mine.’

*“*According to the kick from old man Curbett, it was 
announced that the gentlemen would have to check 
their artillery before entering the barn, anda commit- 
tee composed of Mose Gunst, Joun Hammersmith and 
myself had to do the searching. The first man to come 
up was Ned Foster, with Deacon Jones along as his 
bodyguard. He protested at the search process and de- 
clared that he had never toted a gun in his life. 
Gunst began investigating, however, 
cannon out of Foster’s jeans as long as hisarm. When 
he got through with that crowd we had a buegy full of 
guns, and people that I had never suspected of carry- 
ing a weapon of any kind were there with the goods 
on them. 

“And then,’’ continued the old sport, ‘after all the 
traveling and trouble, the crowd didn’t get a run for 
their money. The Sheriff was a good sport and didn’t 
want to spoil the fun.

BUDDY RYAN PUT OUT PETERSON. 


George Peterson went down to defeat before Buddy 
Ryan, of Chicago, at Colma, Cal.,on July 19. Peter- 
son put up a game fight, but there was no stage of the 
contest in which he seemed to have the upper hand. 
Although it took Ryan twenty rounds to subdue the 
California pugilist, he accomplished the task in a work- 
manlike manner and was thoroughly self-possessed 
from the first round to the last. 

Ryan was the aggressor from the outset. He forced 
Peterson around the ring and inflicted great punish- 
ment with a leftswing which caught the rangy San 
Franciscan in the stomach. Peterson, as a rule, is a 
good deal of a body fighter himself, but he had no little 
difficulty in reaching his opponent’ ribs, 

Were it a left-hand body punch that Peterson at- 
tempted, Ryan stopped it with the backs of bis gloves 
or else turned it aside with his wrists. When Peterson 
tried right-handers Buddy used his elbow as a fender. 
He did not escape punishment entirely, but he prob 
ably blocked seven out of every ten blows aimed at his 
ribs, and when he attacked Peterson’s stomach region 
in return bis punches went in with such speed that 
Peterson was powerless to escape them. 

Peterson did clean work with a straight left for the 
face, and for a while it seemed as though Ryan’s de- 
fense in that particular phase of the milling was faulty. 
It soon developed, however, that Ryan was encourag- 
ing these left leads and was bent on getting in mght 
cross-counters on the chin—blows that account for 
more knockouts than all the other punches known to 
tighters put together. 

Ryan first staggered Peterson with one of those right 
cross-counters in the third round. A second Jatera 
blow of the same description caused Peterson’s knees 
to touch the floor. It looked then as though Ryan 
might land the decision in short order with one of those 
well timed smashes, but Peterson proved as tough as

Peterson was rattled for a 
moment and Ryan took advantage of his distress and 
showered left hooks on him till his nose and mouth Lled. 

Peterson held himself together in the ninth and 
tenth rounds, and in the eleventh he took to using the 
straight left again. Ryan allowed his head to roll as 
the blows touched his face and did not seem to be in 
the least perturbed. The crowd cheered Peterson and 
Peterson kept pumping in those straight lefts. Then 
suddenly Buddy whipped his right across on the chin 
and Peterson reeled to one side. Ryan went after him 
and planted another right-hander on the side of the 
face and both Peterson and the crowd recognized prob- 
ably that straight lefts have their drawbacks. 

Ryan forged ahead in every round after the twelfth. 
His work was extremely clever, but some of the spec- 
tators began to think he lacked the force to land a 
Peterson suffered considerably from 
the severe left-handers that whipped into bis stomach 
and short ribs. and although he was game to the core 
there was something about him that suggested that he 
knew he was losing ground. Ryan increased his 
speed after the fifteenth round and Peterson backed 
along the ropes and around the ring, being punched to 
some purpose meanwhile by the Chicagoan.

Has Easily Disposed of Every Legitimate Opponent--Joe Walcott Wants the 
Heavyweight Title Now---Tommy Ryan Retires.

Jimmy Britt's expectation of having an 
easy tulng in defeating Kid Sullivan, of Washington, 
was hardly realized, for the latter, despite the fact that 
he was carried along at a rapid pace for twenty rounds, 
was still there atthe tap of the gong at the end, and 
though the decision which went to Britt on points was 
manifestly farrthe Kid left the ring a hero for the hard, 
game, willing battle be fought In the face of obstacles 
which would bave deterred a less courageous fellow, 
Having disposed of the Washingtonian, there is no 
one left for Britt now unless it be Battling Nelson or 
Joe Gans, and as the question at issue between Britt 
and Gans involves both race prejudice and weight there 
is little likelihood of them getting into the ring together. 
The Battling Dane looms up in the role of rival 
with nobody to dispute his claim to James Edward's 
consideration, 

Gans’ right to the lightweight title will beseriously 
questioned before long unless he fights somebody at 133 
pounds, and proves conclusively bis ability to make 
the weight. It is unfair to Britt to persist in the recog- 
nition of the black fellow if the latter cannot comply 
with the essential weight condition. Britt, a genuine 
lightweight (which Gans was not, by the way, when he 
beat Erne at 136 pounds), bas been fighting all of the 
best men that could be brought forward. He is a legiti- 
mate fighting lichtweight, and seems to be entirely 
willing to fight anybody in bis class, 

I would be the last man in the world to deprive any 
man of honors fairly won, but one cannot help notice 
Gans’ reluctance to defend his title in the manner re- 
quired by precedent. 

Britt’s claim to the lightweight championship looks 
good to me. After his fight with Britt, the former 
champion announced that he would never again fight 
at the lightweight limit,as he could not make the 
weight and keep his fighting strength. In stating that 
he would not fight again at the weight limit of the 
class Gans virtually retired. He bas not fought at 133 
pounds since that time, and although he has offered to 
upon several occasions has always slipped out of it 
when his bluff was called, 

It’s up to Al Herford to make some move to defend 
his champion, or the latter’s title will be sacrificed 
when Britt and Nelson come together, as they most 
assuredly will, in a fight which will entail full posses- 
sion of the lightweight champlonsbip.

Buddy Ryan’s pre-eminence in the welter- 
weight division must now be acknowledged. The 
manner in which he has climbed over his rivals, cul- 
minating in the decisive victory over George Peterson 
the other nightin San Francisco, entitles him to the 
fullest recognition in his claim for championship 
honors. He had the Swede so far gone in the twentieth 
round that his seconds humanely took him out of the 
ring to save him from further punishment. Peterson 
proved to be somewhat of an awkward boxer and 
possessed ability to take terrific punishment. [t was 
plainly seen during the first few rounds that Kyan 
would have a difficult task to put the Swede out. 

Inthe nineteenth round Peterson was floored five 
times, but be managed to regain his feet each time be- 
fore the count was copcluded. Peterson’s gameness 
won applause from the spectators, but many called out 
to Referee Rouch to stop the mill. Roach declined, and 
Peterson stayed the round by taking the count. When 
he went to bis corner it was seen that he was badly 
battered, and a minute’s rest was not sufficient for him 
to recuperate.

ARE IN DEMAND

With boxing still in disfavor with the authorities, ¢) .

ference, is wrestling, but the lack of talent makes + 
obvious that matches cannot take place frequentiv 
enough to satisfy the desires of the many, who by way 
of a compromise, patronize this form of sport; gov. 
wrestlers are few compared with boxers or fighter. 
At the present time there are only six men in this 
country who have any right to be considered importa: : 
factors in the wresting game. They are Frank Gotc), 
Fred Beel, a new comer, Tom Jenkins, Dan McLeo 
Farmer Burns and James Parr. All these men hav: 
suffered defeat at some time during their careers, an| 
are exponents of one style only. and that is catch-« 
catch-can. Gotch, Jenkins and Burns are ideal heay 
weights, while Parr and McLeod may be said to }. 
nothing more than middleweights, But owing to th: 
lack of good available talent in the middleweight class, 
both Parr and McLeod have been forced to give awa, 
& number of pounds and go out of their class. Bee! 
showing in a private match with Jenkins was one of 
the sensations of last season, and that he will be hear:| 
from again is an assured fact. 

The last two years or so wrestling has been a popular 
pastime and it is strange that some good big men are 
not developed. Wrestling isa strenuous exercise and 
ought to attract the big men, but somehow it doesn’t. 
Once in a while a really clever grappler appears, but it 
is not long before he disappears, while the old-timers 
keep on at their old pace, gettiug matches and [losing 
and winning a number of times with the identica! 
opponents, whom they in all probability met when they 
first started out. Gotch and Jenkins have already met 
three times. Jenkins has faced Parr at least five times, 
and McLeod and Jenkins have had it out on 80 many 
occasions that is a difficult task to keep track of the 
bouts. Without the appearance of new blood on the 
mat the sport is sure to lose its attractiveness for the 
general public. The patrons of wrestling are desirous 
of seeing new faces, and this fact has helped to make 
Gotch as popular as he is to-day. A well-known wrest- 
ler said the other day: 

“There would be in all probability but little faking if 
the game had more good men in it, or at least repre- 
sentatives who are able to give each other a good and 
genuine tussle. Under present conditions a wrestler, 
no matter bow honest bis intentions may be, cannot be 
on the level. Suppose he is invincible and has the 
strength and all that and goes through the list of op- 
ponents, beating them, one after another. Well, the 
performer of such a feat must necessarily be considered 
great. For a while the public will treat him as such. 
But he cannot remuin idle, for wrestling is his living. 
He naturally goes ahead and seeks for other adver- 
saries, but fails to find them because there are not any. 
Whatis hetodothen? Naturally he must have re- 
turn bouts with his rivals. This is easily obtained. But 
suppose he beats them and in the same fashion as his 
previous matches? All the interest in a third contest 
is wiped out and the public will not patronize an exhi- 
bition of skill where one side has established his 
superiority over the other. Consequently the wrestler 
must be a party to a fraud and allow his man to beat 
him. In this way he may be ableto work up interest 
for a third match, and keep the pot sizzling. It’s a 
peculiar situation foran honest man, but what is he 
going to do? 

“It would be a good idea if a professional wrestling 
tournament was started in this city at both Greco- 
Roman and catch-as-catch-can styles. Such bouts 
should be held on an average of twice every three 
months. Undoubtedly some good man is sure to be 
developed and in this way wrestling will bave a chance 
to sustain its popularity. It would not be a bad idea 
to hold just such a tournament forthe purpose of de- 
tining the heads of the various classes. Iam an old 
hand at wrestling, but if you were to kill me I could 
not tell you who are the different champions at both 
styles in the various classes. I have been asked oc- 
casionally to settle wagers anent the question, but was 
forced to plead ignorance. Hackenschmidt is beyond 
| doubt the champion Greco-Roman wrestler of the world. 

But who is the king pin at catch-as-catch-can ? Jenkins, 

by virtue of his defeat over Gotch, claims the honor. 

But has Jenkins ever defeated the champions of 

Australia and England for the laurels?

George Odom is no longer a jockey. On July 17 he 
returne his license tothe Jockey Club and his jockey’s 
budge to the Brighton officials, and was wearing an 
owner’s badge during the afternoon. 

“I tind it too hard to keep down to weight,’’ he said, 
“and concluded to give it up entirely. I weigh 131 
stripped to-day, 80 what chance is there for me?
